QUESTIONS ETHICS 


DISCUSSION OF AD 


by the Circuit Judges in general 
session yesterday of any blame for 


the use of his name in the Boat- 
men’s National Bank advertising, 
today issued a statement in which 
*he took the Judges to task for 
their investigation of his conduct. 

It was not within the province 
of the circuit bench, he said, to 
consider the good taste or propri- 
ety of the language employed by 
a bank or other business enter- 
prise. Grimm insisted it was not 
a question of ethics at all, as the 
facts had shown that his name as 
trust officer of the bank was used 
in its advertisements without his 
knowledge or consent. 

Other Matters of Ethics. 

“Tt ie certainly encouraging to 
know,” the former Judge went 
on to say, “that some of our 
Judges are taking an interest in 
questions of ethics, and this being 
the case I am going to take the 
liberty to suggest that they give 
due and thoughtful consideration 
to the following ethical questions: 

“1. The propriety of a Judge's 
action in not only § actively 
seeking assignment to a certain 
court, but asking his colleagues 
to pledge themselves to vote in 
his favor. 

“2. The propriety of the con- 
duct of certain of his colleagues 
to make such pledges; and 

“3. The propriety of such 

- colleagues’ keeping such pledges 
despite later developments 
which make them (or some of 
them) believe that the public 
interest demands that the 
pledges be not kept.” 

“These ethical questions are of 
considerable importance and 
concern the Judges directly,” he 
said. “They have reference to 
the proper administration of jus- 
tice, a matter with which they 
are charged, and which comes 
clearly within their jurisdiction.” 

He suggested, further, that if the 
Judges were troubled about ethical 
questions, they might better devote 
their time to investigating the of- 
ficial acts of some of their own 
number. “At the very time their 
honors were considering the petty, 
and, according to their own report, 
groundless charges against a pri- 
vate citizen,’"’ Grimm said, “the 
newspapers were printing columns 
of matter concerning the official 
conduct of one of their number.” 

Grimm took this means of re- 
minding the Judges that the pro- 
tested assignment of Circuit Judge 
Ittner to the juvenile division of 
the Court of Domestic Relations 
has created a situation still unset- 
tled by them. 

Talk Only in Private. 

The Judges met yesterday after- 
noon for the sole purpose of pass- 
ing on the committee's report of its 
investigation of Boatmen’s Bank | 
advertising. Reporters who asked 
the Judges if they would reconsider 
last Monday's vote assigning Judge 
ittner to the Juvenile Court, were 
met with evasive replies. Most of 
the jurists questioned said: “Now, 
I won't be quoted, understand, 
but” and then they talked of 
Ittner’s assignment and the criti- 
cism which his accceptance of cer- 
tain bail bonds has earned. 

It is known that the Ittner as- 
signment was not discussed by the 
Judges at yesterday's session. It 
is known also that in private con- 
ferences they have held among 
themselves this problem has been 
the chief topic of conversation. 

Await Public Opinion. 

Spokesmen for two groups 
among the 16 Circuit Judges which 
hold opposing views as to the ul- 
timate disposition of the criticism 
against Judge Ittner’s assignment 
to the Juvenile Court, outlined the 
following positions: 

One group composed of a mafjor- 
ity, perhaps 10 Judges, plans to 
take some action if published facts | 
adverse to Judge Ittner continue. 
Every Judge in it confidentially 
expresses the opinion that it would 
be unwise to assign Judge Ittner to 
the Juvenile Court in the face of 
newspaper criticism. Publicly, each | 
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member of the group is waiting | 
for a colleague to start something. 
No Judge wants to be the one to 
propose a special meeting and a 
vote to reconsider the appointment, 
but if public sentiment makes it- 
self felt in ways sufficiently con- 
vincing, one of these Judges may 
be proded into open opposition to 
Judge Ittner. 
Five Judges Back Ittner. 

On the other side there is a 
group of five or six Judges person- 
ally friendly to Judge Ittner who 
are determined to block any move 
to reconsider the assignment. Their 
opinion is that a vote to reconsider 
would in effect be a vote charging 
his unfitness for any assignment. 
They argue that Judge Ittner 
should not be thus {mpugned mere- 
ly on his record in bail bonds and 
his granting of the slot-machine in- 
junction. 

These Judges do not go so far 
as to say that it is wise to assign 
a Judge to specialized work in the 
face of opposition and several of 
them have expressed the hope that 
Judge Ittner will voluntarily with- 
draw his name as Juvenile Court 
assignee. It is known that the 
Judge’s intimates on the Circuit, 
bench have suggested that he with- 
draw and have been told by him 
he would “think it over.’’ 

Both groups would like this set- 
tlement of the controversy. It is 
the only settlement they at present 
are disposed to work for. Follow- 
ing yesterday’s meeting a few of 
the Judges discussed the problem 
and decided that perhaps the Itt- 
ner incident would blow over.”

The Bridge Exchange Ordinance- 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 
N Page 26 of the Post-Dispatch of 


Dec. 8 appeared an article under the 
heading, “Citizens’ Committee Approves 
Revised Bridge Trade Ordinance.” The 


first paragraph of the article read as fol- 
lows: 

“The amended ordinance for ex- 
change of uses of Municipal and Eads 
Bridges between the city and the Ter- 
minal Railroad was approved yester- 
day by the Citizens’ Terminal Commit- 
tee at a meeting in Hotel Jefferson.” 

Another paragraph read as follows: 

“The meeting was executive, but 
Chairman Harry Scullin announced 
that the vote had been unanimous for 
the ordinance. Three ysepresentatives 
of ‘the Merchants’ Exchange were not 
present.” 

As a member of the Citizens’ Term!i- 
nal Committee, I was neither present at 
the meeting yesterday nor did I recelye 
any notice that such a meeting would 
be held. I have been advised by an- 
other member of that committee, who, 
ike I, was originally appointed to rep- 
resent the St. Louis Chamber of Com- 
merce, that he was not present at the 
meeting and did not receive any notifi- 
cation of it. Speaking for myself, I am 
opposed to the proposed ordinance with 
the changes made, if the copy which I 
have been able to procure is the one 
which was considered and approved at 
the alleged meeting yesterday afternoon. 

I am opposed to two fundamental pro- 
visions of the proposed ordinance: 1, te 
that by which the City of St. Louis would 
acquire the use of the Eads Bridge and 
tunnel] as provided in the ordinance; and, 
2, the use of the railroad deck of the 
Municipal Bridge upon the terms and 
conditions set forth in the proposed or- 
dinance. 

I will appreciate your publishing this 
communication in order that no one may 
infer, from what it was reported Mr.

MISLEADING THE PUBLIC ON THE 
BRIDGE EXCHANGE BILL. 

The bill introduced in Congress by Representative 
Cleveland A. Newton, authorizing the City of St. 
Louis to bring a condemnation suit for the upper deck 
of the Eads Bridge is likely to mislead the public, 
in the crisis of the negotiations for the exchange of 
bridges with the Terminal Railroad Association. 

If Congress should adopt the bill and authorize the 
city of St. Louis to condemn the upper deck of the 
Eads Bridge, for the purpose of removing the tolls, 
St. Louis would still be far from the possession of 
the bridge. The acquisition of the upper deck through 
condemnation could be accomplished only through a 
complicated and costly process. We cgnnot conceive 
of a court sanctioning the condemnation of the upper 
deck without full and fair compensation to the 
owners. The tolls from the upper deck of the Eads 
Bridge are reported to be $425,000 a year. ~The 
capitalization of this amount at five per cent would 
amount to over $8,000,000. The city would have to 
pay this sum at least, and in view of the fact that 
usually the city has pafd heavily for property 
acquired through condemnation, the value might run 
to $10,000,000. : 

Would the city pay a sum like this for the upper 
deck of the Eads Bridge, when it can be acquired by 
a trade with the Terminal Railroad Association, which 
would put the idle municipal bridge to work and 
greatly improve the terminal facilities of St. Louis? 
What advantage would there be in this transaction? 
Congressman Newton says his bill does not inter- 
fere with the exchange of bridges, but it may save 
the city from the necessity of sacrificing the munici- 
pal bridge. Why does he speak of sacrificing the 
municipal bridge? In a negotiation between the Citi- 
zens’ Committee and the Terminal Association there 
was no thought of the sacrifice of the municipal 
bridge, but of an exchange that would be beneficial 
to both the Terminal Railroads and the city. It was 
intended to put an idle bridge to work, for the im- 
provement of terminal facilities, helpful and profit- 
able alike to St. Louis business and to the railroads. 
Those who talk glibly about saving the free bridge 
from the use of the railroads that enter St. Louis, 
to control rates, ignore the fact that for years the 
municipal bridge has been idle and has contributed 
nothing either to the reduction of rates or to the 
improvement of traffic facilities.

body acts, seems foolish. Under existing conditions, } 
the Post-Dispatch is willing to waive the point of 
the arbitrary charge, in order to assure greater and 
better terminal facilities, and fight the battle of 
charges under new and more advantageous conditions 
where it must be fought—before the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission. 

We believe the best solution of the municipal) 
bridge problem and of the problem of expanding 
and improving terminal facilities for all the railroads 
lies in the exchange of bridges, upon fair terms.

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THE REALITIES OF THE SMOKE PROBLEM. 


There are certain realities underlying the smoke 
problem in St. Louis that constitute’a pons asinorum | 
for all who approach it without bearing them in 
mind. | 
One of them is that the natural and inevitable | 
sources of coal supply in this section are the Illinois | 
mines, and those mines produce a very smoky bi- 
tuminous fuel. — 

Another reality is that much of the smoke pall 
which covers the city comes from residences. This 
can be deduced from ordinary observation. It can 
also be deduced from such experiments as this: A 
smoke-recording machine was placed in Shaw’s Gar- 
den. It recorded as much smoke on Sundays, when 
industrial plants are not working, as it did through- 
out the week. 

As to the first reality, there are remedies which 
exist, but the application of them is necessarily slow, | 
such as making available a cheap, smokeless fuel. 
Processes have been perfected to this end, but they | 
are not yet commercially successful. Coal furnaces | 
are being replaced by gas and oil plants, but to so | 
slow an extent as not to have any appreciable effect. | 
In the meantime, the cheap and smoky Illinois coal | 
will continue to be the dominant fuel. ad 
If every industry were rendered smokeless, and a. 
good many of them already have been, the 
volume of.smoke_-pouring from tens of thousands of 
private chimneys would still constitute a problem. It 
has often been proposed that residence smoke be 
abated by educating householders in the methods of 
scientific firing. We think it optimistic to believe 
that what is now an onerous chore, usually partici- 
pated in by various members of the family, can be 
reduced to a scientific operation. It is so much 
easier to heave on the fire a couple of shovelfuls of 
coal and let it go at that. 

No magic formula will ever be devised to rid St. 
Louis of smoke. By constant plugging at major of- 
fenders, the pall will be lightened. Not until St. 
Louis is able to procure in appropriate quantities 
some new and inexpensive fuel, or gas and oll shall | 
replace present heating plants, will that pall disap- 
pear. We think that the best progress can be made 
toward this end by unbliaking acceptance of the 
realities. 
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REWARDING LOYALTY.

Pumpkin Desserts Other Than 
Pie. 
By Hannah Wing. 


NE need not necessarily eat 
() pumpkin pie in order to ob- 

serve the time-honored custom 
of honoring the pumpkin on the 
menus of the frosty days of Hal- 
loween and Thanksgiving. 

As alternates souffles, puddings 
and custards are suggested, al- 
though cakes and confections are 
also possible. : 

Little Pumpkin Souffles, 

One egg, two cups cooked pump- 
kin, three-fourths cup granulated 
sugar, tiny pinch salt, half tea- 
spoon lemop juice, one tablespoon 
fine dry bread crumbs, one-quarter 
teaspoon nutmeg. 

Beat egg yolks with the pump- 
kin, then the sugar, salt, crumbs 
and spice. Fill little ramekins with 
the mixture and bake 15 minutes 
in a moderate oven (350 degrees 
F.). Beat egg white with one ta- 
blespoon powdered gar, pile a 
little on top of each ramekin and 
return to oven to brown very 
slightly. Serve cold.
